A WORTHLESS FORTUNE 

' Frained in Secret Service headquarters in 
the Treasury Building is a collection of cur- 
rency ranging from a $100,000 note down to 
a single dollar bill.

Opera¬ 
tives doubt whether a counterfeiter would be 
daring enough to produce and pass along a 
$100,000 bill, but they're not taking any 
chances with money-mad mobsters.

NO HIT-AND-RUNAROUND 

The FBI can trace vehicles of hit-and-run 
drivers by examining a minute speck of auto¬ 


mobile paint. Employing a spectrophometer-— 
a device that can distinguish 2,000,000 differ¬ 
ent colors — the FBI laboratory in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., compares the clue with a fife of 
paint samples obtained from car manufacturers. 

At a recent forum, a Laboratory spokesman 
explained; 

We receive evidence in many hit-and-ruii 
cases where a motorist leaves the scene of an 
accident- Investigators find information as to 
the kind of car involved the most helpful clue. 
Often, the victim’s clothing will be examined, 
and tiny specks or paint smears from the auto 
are found and removed. 

‘‘The ability of the paint to reflect or absorb 
the various colors of the visible spectrum is de¬ 
termined. In this process, the spectrophometer 
is the most satisfying instrument. After analysis, 
the results are forwarded for comparison to the 
National Automotive Paint File, which is com¬ 
prised of samples of all paints and finishe* 
used by auto manufacturers."

TRICKS OF SMUGGLER'S TRADE 

Customs officials must be keen¬ 
ly alert to new methods introduced 
by ingenious criminals to smuggle 
diamonds into the country. Gems 
have been found hidden under 
eyelids, in ears, between toes, and 
under toenails and fingernails. 
They’ve been discovered in tooth* 









paste tubes, soap, fountain pens* 
walking sticks, shoe heels, tele¬ 
scopes, lipsticks, dolls, and toys. 

One of the slickest jobs on rec¬ 
ord was perpetrated by the thief 
who inserted diamonds in phoney 
warts, which he had moulded out 
of clay and stuck to his face. But 
sleuths were shocked by the re¬ 
sourcefulness of one man who 
stooped so low as to Conceive a 
ruSe that involved his little daugh¬ 
ter. He concealed the gems in the 
glass beads of the child 7 s necklace!

FATAL FORGETFULNESS 

It happened in Brooklyn. A suspiciously- 
parked car in a lonely section in Bushwick 
prompted a housewife to telephone the police. 
Police found a dead man^-a minor gangster 
^—huddled in the rear of the car, rope around 
bis neck, knife wounds in his body, and a 
deep gash in his head. 

Shrouded in mystery for three years, the 
murder finally was solved during the investi¬ 
gation of "Murder, lnc,° The victim, it was 
learned, had been a member of that vicious 
murder mob until he had turned stool pigeon 
when he was slain. When autopsy reports were 
introduced at the trial of '‘Kid Twist/' "Pitts¬ 
burgh Phil" Strauss, "Happy" Mayoney and 
"Dasher" Abbandando revealing that a left- 
handed person had inflicted the fatal wound 
in the stoolie's head with a meat cleaver, May¬ 
oney was accused of the murder.

of water at "Kid Twist"—WITH HIS 
LEF^ HAND! 

By this act. Mayoney condemned himself 
The jury needed no further proof of his guilt
